DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 1 are allowed. 

2. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 101 regarding claim 6 has been withdrawn with 
respect to the amended claims submitted on 20 September 201 1 . 

3. The following is an examiners statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding Claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach the steps of: 

"registering said at least one application with a change-of-state notification 
means provided on the one node, wherein registering comprises indicating to the 
change-of-state notification means, during said registering, a type of routing information 
that is of interest for the at least one application being registered; extracting, at the one 
node, routing information corresponding to the indicated type of information from routing 
information exchanged by routing applications of nodes of the ad-hoc network on a 
transport or network layer of the ad-hoc network, with said change-of-state notification 
means with which the application has previously been registered; and forwarding said 
routing information extracted by the notification means to the application in the one 
node, so that the application can exploit said routing information" as recited in claim 1 . 



Regarding Claim 6, the prior art fails to teach the steps of: 
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"operate as means for registering the application with a change-of-state notification 
means provided on the one node, wherein registering comprises indicating to the 
change-of-state notification means, during said registering a type of routing information 
that is of interest for the application being registered; operate as means for extracting, at 
the one node routing information corresponding to the indicated type of information, 
from routing information exchanged by routing applications of nodes of the ad-hoc 
network on a transport or network layer of the ad-hoc network, with said change-of-state 
notification means; and operate as means for forwarding the extracted routing 
information to the application in the one node, so that the application can exploit said 
routing information" as recited in claim 6. 

Regarding Claim 7, the prior art fails to teach the steps of: 

"operate as means for registering the application with a change-of-state notification 
means provided on the one node, wherein registering comprises indicating to the 
change-of-state notification means, during said registering a type of routing information 
that is of interest for the application being registered; operate as means for extracting, at 
the node, routing information corresponding to the indicated type of information from 
routing information exchanged by routing applications of nodes of the ad-hoc network 
on a transport or network layer of the ad-hoc network, with said change-of-state 
notification means; and operate as means for forwarding the extracted routing 
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information to the application in the one node, so that the application can exploit said 
routing information" as recited in claim 7. 

Regarding Claim 8, the prior art fails to teach the steps of: 

"operate as means for registering the application with a change-of-state notification 
means provided on the one node, wherein registering comprises indicating to the 
change-of-state notification means during said registering a type of routing information 
that is of interest for the application being registered; operate as means for extracting, at 
the node, routing information corresponding to the indicated type of information from 
routing information exchanged by routing applications of nodes of the ad-hoc network 
on a transport or network layer of the ad-hoc network, with said change-of-state 
notification means; and operate as means for forwarding the extracted routing 
information to the application in the one node, so that the application can exploit said 
routing information" as recited in claim 6. 

4. In US (2004/0121792), Allen discloses a method for allowing an ad-hoc network 
to switch between routing protocols for wireless devices. The wireless devices include 
an application layer with respective applications for which a routing protocol which 
works best is selected. However the method does not disclose "registering said at least 
one application with a change-of-state notification means provided on the one node, 
wherein registering comprises indicating to the change-of-state notification means, 
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during said registering, a type of routing information that is of interest for the at least one 
application being registered; extracting, at the one node, routing information 
corresponding to the indicated type of information from routing information exchanged 
by routing applications of nodes of the ad-hoc network on a transport or network layer of 
the ad-hoc network, with said change-of-state notification means with which the 
application has previously been registered; and forwarding said routing information 
extracted by the notification means to the application in the one node, so that the 
application can exploit said routing information" as recited in claim 1 . 

5. In US (2004/0186883), Nyman discloses a method for an application layer 
protocol handler on a host of the invoking application creates XML based message 
encapsulating so as to identify the target application. New applications can be 
registered with the application layer protocol handler provided. However the method 
does not disclose "registering said at least one application with a change-of-state 
notification means provided on the one node, wherein registering comprises indicating 
to the change-of-state notification means, during said registering, a type of routing 
information that is of interest for the at least one application being registered; extracting, 
at the one node, routing information corresponding to the indicated type of information 
from routing information exchanged by routing applications of nodes of the ad-hoc 
network on a transport or network layer of the ad-hoc network, with said change-of-state 
notification means with which the application has previously been registered; and 
forwarding said routing information extracted by the notification means to the application 
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in the one node, so that the application can exploit said routing information" as recited in 
claim 1. 



6. In USP (6,754,192), Kennedy discloses a method for building and updating 
routing tables at each node of an ad-hoc network by managing and controlling the 
application of either proactive or reactive route discovery and their respective 
associated process to define and maintain routes in the network. However the method 
does not disclose "registering said at least one application with a change-of-state 
notification means provided on the one node, wherein registering comprises indicating 
to the change-of-state notification means, during said registering, a type of routing 
information that is of interest for the at least one application being registered; extracting, 
at the one node, routing information corresponding to the indicated type of information 
from routing information exchanged by routing applications of nodes of the ad-hoc 
network on a transport or network layer of the ad-hoc network, with said change-of-state 
notification means with which the application has previously been registered; and 
forwarding said routing information extracted by the notification means to the application 
in the one node, so that the application can exploit said routing information" as recited in 
claim 1 . 



7. The dependant claims 2-5 and 9-11, being further limiting, definite, and enabled 
by the specification, are also allowable. Any comments necessary by applicant must be 
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submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled 
"Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance".
